They should therefore 
be employed only under tbe direction 
cf & physician, aud should a physician 
order them the prescription calling for 
them is not to be renewed indefinitely, 
excepting under his advice. 


The same objections exist against tbe 


employment of all those preparations of 
brotaid» and caffeine which are utilized 
under different combined names in the 
treatment of headache, and very much 
tbe same objection exists, too, against 
many of the BO called headache powders 
or tablets which are now placed upon 
tbe market for the use of the unwary. 
These powders nearly always contain 
caffeine, which is a stimulant, and they 
also contain some drug derived from 
coal tar, which when taken continuous- 
ly or in overdose acts deleterionsly upon 
tbe blood. I refer to such remedies as 
pbenaoetin, antipynu and acetanilid. 
It is true that they do relieve headache 
in many cases, but they should be used 
with caution. 
Yon should remember 


that a headache is a symptom, not a 
disease, and that it ia a symptom of 
many diseases, ranging all the way 
from so serious affections as Brignt's 
disease and brain tumor to the headache 
due to lack'of sleep.—Chautauqnan.

In a few days be calls 011 tbe person 


who was injured aad explains to bin 
what a good case be bas if ho will *M" 
for damages. If tbe injured person bas 
net sufficient means to prosecute tbe 
•cit or shows a disinclination kto do *o 
tbe "chaser" get in bis fine work and 
offers to find an attorney who will take 
tbe case and carry it through to comple- 
tion for » percentage of tbe amount 
gaiiicd as damages, all this at no cost 
to tbe plaintiff, for if tbe rait is lost 
tbe lawyer gets no pay. Tbe smooth 
"cbbsor" usually succeeds in getting 
tbe case on theae terms. 


Tbe "ambulance chaser" and bis 


boss, tbe attorney, who lives by drum 
miiig up snits to recover for injuries 
snstaiuud in accidents, are blocking op 
the dockets of tbe courts with cases. 
Tbe street car companies are tbe prin- 
cipal sufferers, and some of them are 
made defendants in cases of damages 
for accidents which never occurred. 
Some of the jobs pnt up on these cor- 
porations are almost beyond belief. 


In one case where an old man sued to 


recover a large amount for the Ices of a 
leg, upon tbe allegation that he had 
been thrown from the rear platform, it 
was proved by tbe testimony of his 
neighbors that be had been injured by 
falling from a window in bis own 
bouse. He finally admitted that be had 
been induced to bring suit by a lawyer'* 
agent — St. Louis Republic. 


CONGRESS ON PRISONS. 


It I* to Convene In Austin, Tex« In Octo- 


ber Next. 


Governor Culberson of Texas bas ad- 


dressed the governors of tbe several 
states in inference to the national pris- 
ons congress to be beld at Austin Oct. 
16 to 20, saying: "It is scarcely neces- 
sary to suggest the great importance of 
this congress and tbe wide reaching 
effects its deliberations may have upon 
the prison population of the several 
states. One of the chief objects of prose- 
cution for crime being the reformation 
of criminals, no more humane and land- 
able work can command public atten 
tion than tbe care and treatment of con- 
victs with tbe view of returning them 
to tbe ranks of good citizenship. 


"At the season of the year when the 


congress will be beld the weather here 
will bo agreeable and pleasant. The 
citizens of Austin are public spirited 
and hospitable, and thus, besides ad- 
vancing a great cause, tbe delegates 
will have an opportunity of seeing, un- 
der fuvoiable conditions, our great state 
and judging for themselves our limit- 
less resources and future destiny. It is 
probable also that an excnrsiob to Mex- 
ico after tho close of the congress can 
be arranged at a low rate. I therefore 
respectfully request that yon appoint 
such number of persons interested in 
prison reform as ic your judgment may 
be proper as delegates to this congress." 


Ksaisas May Bav« an Exhibit. 


Governor Lecdy is eonnding the peo- 


ple of the state \vith reference toaKun- 
sas exhibit at the tjaiisuiisiissippi expo- 
sition -t Omaha. 


"I do not know yet what will be 


done," said tho governor the other day. 
"It will never do for Kansas to make 
an exhibit unless it is representative 
of the resources of our state—vegetable, 
mineral, mechanical and industrial. 
The legislature made no provision for 
tbe cost of an exhibit, so that whatever 
is done must be done through the public 
spirit of onr citizens. I vraiit to say, 
however, that I will have no hand in 
the matter naless I am satisied tha. it 
will not be a side show for the west to 
the big show of the eastern manufac- 
turers. If it will be, as its name indi- 
cates, u trausniissi&sippi exposition, it 
should be a success. By this I mean 
that the prodnots of the transmississip- 
pi states ninst be given the place of 
honor in tbe exposition and be the big 
show. Let the eastern people see what 
the trausmississippi country has instead 
of asking the trailsmississippi people to 
go and see wh.it the eastern people 
have. If the exposition is conducted 
along this line, I believe it will be « 
success."—Kansas City Times.

Possibly It 
will depend on the time aud^lrcum- 
stanoes under which It is delivered 
whether it is a stump speech or a 
modest talk." 


TOR CAMPAIGN U OHIO. 


If the preparations made by tbe 


Republicans for tbe Ohio campaign 
are an indication, they must be in 
desperate .straits in that state. 
More extensive plans of political ac- 
tion and schemes ot extravagant ex- 
penditure nave been formed for the 
state campaign tban ever have been 
seen in a national campaign except 
that of 1866. 


Bnt this campaign is on tbe same

THE SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 


from Peking to London In I«« Thmn Half 


the Time It Now Take*. 


The directors Of the Great Siberian 


railway are already figuring on a time 
table from London to Puking, •which 
will go into effect in July, 1901. The 
jijnrpay will occupy less than 16 days, 
aa follows: Train, four boors from Lon- 
don to OstenU; to Warsaw, distance 
1,583 kilometers, in IB boors, a rate of 
80 kilometers cr hoar; Warsaw to Ba- 
traki, 8,219 kilometers, is to be accom- 
plished m 34% boors, 64 kilometers an 
boor. Russian trains are nmch slower 
than the west European systems, from 
Batraki to Tchehabmsk, where the new 
Siberian line actually commences, 1,187 
kilometers, 21 hours, at a farther re- 
duced speed, 53 kilometers an boor. 
Prom Tcheiiabinsk to Vladivostok, dis- 
tance 9,283 kilometers, at a mean speed 
of 43 kilometers, will take 221 boors. 
Tims, the entire journey of 14,191 kilo- 
meters will occupy 23G hours, or 13% 
days, as against the present time of 38. 
days by the Suez canal and 28 days via 
the Canadian Pacific. If the 80 kilo- 
meter speed on the Ostend-Warsaw sec- 
tion could be maintained throughout, 
the journey would be accomplished in 
7}2 flays. Mating eveiy allowance for 
difficulties ju the v.-ay of high speed 
acioss tljp .Siberian steppes, there is a 
large lunivia for i:u;]rovemeut from 
TcheliabiD.sk to Vladivostok.

cheap watering place can be made fay 
following the illustrated method here 
reproduced from Farm, Field and Fire- 
side: 


Three or four feet from the maia 


drain dig a hole deep enough to that 
two barrels may be placed one on top of 
the other, the top of tbe lower one com- 
ing about level with tbe bottom of the 
main rile. This position for tbe lower 
barrel •will bring the upper one usually 
a few inches above the top of tbe 
ground. Connect the main tile to lower 
barrel with a few lateral tiles of small 
size laid on a alight incline and passing 
through the side of the barrel. Through 
these side tiles the water will rnn from 
tbe main drain and keep the lower bar- 
rel nearly fall of water at all times 
when there is tbe least flow in main 
drain. Remove the bottom of top barrel 
before patting in position. 


Better not use salt barrels for the top 


one, 
as stock will destroy it more 


or less. Kerosene barrels well burned 
out are excellent. A pomp way be used 
in this well or the water easily dipped 
with a pail by band or with a short 
pole. This arrangement prevents any 
refuge matter gelling in the main drain, 
and if the well is covered none can get 
in it.

Shipping Honey. 


A beekeeper expresses himself as fol- 


lows in The American Bee Journal: 


It was my privilege last year to ship 


several tons of honey. In marketing 
this large amount there were only two 
complaints made by the purchaser. One 
was that in some cases old cans vrere 
used and the other that the grades of 
honey were mixed. It is of ten very con- 
venient to clean old gasoline cans and 
use them for extracted honey. Tbe fact . 
that such cans can be had for almost or 
quite notbipg is tempting indeed. I be- 
lieve, however, that it will always pay 
to only use clean, new, bright cans. It 
is also just as important to be very care- 
ful not to mix the amber or darker 
grades of honey with tbe water white 
grades. It requires no little care to keep 
all of these kinds of honey entirely dis- 
tinct. By a little attention, however, 
this can be done, and unless it is much 
of the first class honey, like that from 
white sage, will sell for less than its 
real value.

Chat lonely granite cairn in the desert, 
rising upon the extreme point of a tree- 
less promontory, will long be pointed 
rat as the grave of one of the most fa- 
mous of American prospectors. 


Ed Schieffelin's one great strike 


yielded liii-.i fnlly a third of 11,000,000. 
At various times in his adventurous 
sareer ho plndileil painstakingly over 
the wildest portions of the Rocky monn- 
taiim and Sierras, he visited Alaska, 
Mexico, South America and South 
Africa, bnt never again found such a 
oiluc. When he ofu'ii, bis fortune, at 
ane time- said to bo ovtr $500,000, had 
greatly decreased by reason of bad in- 
reatmeuts and costly espeditions. 


The story of the finding of Tomb- 


stone, that briefly famous Arizonian 
mining city, has been told in many 
different ways, until it is fast becom- 
ing one of the most attractive of Pacific 
:oast myths. The simple facts are that 
late in »h« seventies the two Scbieffelin 
brothers and Dick Gird were prospect- 
ing, Fonsctimt-s 
together, sometimes 


wparaw-ly. in various districts of Ari- 
zona and N"\v Mexico. It was a time 
of terrible Indian outbreaks, and the 
Apaches were on the warpath, killing 
lonely miners and prospectors, attack- 
ing the stage coaches and running oft 
cattle. Ed richietfchn finally wanderod 
into tho neighborhood of a, disputed 
claim, tho Bronco, where eight men 
had been shot in various attempts to de- 
aide its ownership, and was hired at $2 
it day to sit on u hilltop and look oat 
for Indians. O«ie day, while hnnting 
op astray hcrsr, the huhcrtonnauceess- 
fal prospector stumbled into what wan 
afterward called Tombstone Gnloh and 
found some copper stained rock on what 
h'Taaio tho Tcugh Nnt mine. This hr< 
Si>nt to Ciirtl for uu assay, und scon after 
Bent ore iro.ii tlit: Lucky Cuss. When 
development was b<;(jnu, a thin vein in 
granite widened, ami promised immense 
riches. The claims wero ^old for very 
largn snms, anil when the Apaches were 
driven nut capitalists pouivd money in- 
to tht? district. But tho mines did not 
justify expectations. Tombstone was< 
very far from IK ing a second Conistock. 
Tkf nulucfcy Broncho never paid a dol- 
lar. The Kchu-ffi'liu and Gird claims 
yielded fnr a time bnt soon ran out, 
and the carup suuk into dscay. 


The first tiino I met Sthieffelin, that 


most typical of western prospectors, 
was about sii years ago. After hearing 
some of his picturesque prospector 
yarns I told him about the various 
treasure expeditions to Coos island and 
the legends which had caused theijo ex- 
citements. Ho seized upon the glitter- 
ing talo of diamond hilted swords, bags 
of doabloous aud bars of gold with the 
faith of a child and at once offered to 
fit oat a schooner for the island!) and to 
pay my expenses as well as give me a 
third of the treasure if I would go along 
to repeat the legend as often as desired. 
Ho had prospected for almost every- 
thing, he said, except pirute treasure*, 
and he wanted those diamond hilted 
swords to "put in his parlor. "

The outfit was nfterward on exhi- 
bition iu San Frnnciscn and excited the 
astonishment and indeed tho profound 
admiration of tho best, machinists, who 
agreed in saying (hat Farciot's niochaD- 
icul gonins was of a very high order. —

CAR HORSES HARD TO GET.

One of the meet curious effect* of the 


general rt*]j!tu;iug of horses by eleutriei 
ty and cabl« traction for drawing street 
rare i« being eipt rieuoed by one of the 
rxu-usive car liuta in this city which

The explanation of this situation lies 


in the fact that since th« deiaaud for 
street car horses almost ceased the trade 
machinery by which tbe/Uero gathered 
has fallen into disuse. A few years ago 
the street car horses were one of the 
most important features of the horse 
market. They were animals of a stand- 
ard grade and of almost stable price, 
and every part of the country contributed 
its quota. The street car horse bad to 
be big and^abln and sound of limb and 
wind, but it might be of any age. few 
lasted long enough iu the service to 
make the question of a fear years more 
or less cf any consequence. The Demand 
was constant, aud tbe price never varied 
in New York more than from about 
f 1 35 to f 1 50 each. Dealers could always 
count npon setting this price and get- 
ting it promptly, and as a consequence 
every horse which would answer tbe 
purpose was a safe investment at- a lit- 
tle smaller price, and a clean proiit cf 
$10 a horse was regarded as a fair mar- 
gin in handling them. 


Horses of all sorts, which lacked tbe 


qualities of speed, beauty or youth, but 
possessed the other requirements, were 
quickly sorted ont from the markets of 
the whole country, and every big dealer 
was always able to gather droves of car 
horses as fate as the companies needed 
thenx The trolley has snperfc-ik'd tho 
car horses, and car horses arc no longer 
quoted »s staples in tbe markbt. The 
ccmpacivs v.-hich still nsa them are 
obliged to go out and search the marts 
and buy them one by one instead of 
simply sending out an onler for 100 or 
200 or 300 aud getting thorn as readily 
as they •would, so many lo::us of hay cr 
gram. — Xuw York Scu.

—al*o p;:nei- of papitr iEaeb<>, and oc- 
casionally they vvvre fornii-.l by gluing 
three thicknfs.-.os of canvas together. 
The?:1 panels wore usually about 
1-1 


iucbfs loi,ji by 7 inches wide. The artist 
used liquid wax instead of oil to mix 
the colors, which wtre made not from 
vegetable, bat front mineral substance? 
sml were of m.;ivclou* brilliancy aud 
permunencs—blue powdered lapis lazu- 
li, green malacbitp, red oxide of iron, 
etc. The colors were laid ou in patches, 
somewhat aftt-r the fashion of a mosaic, 
and afterward bleacled with an instru- 
ment called the oestrum, which appears 
to have be« n a lancet shaped spatula, 
loug handled, with at oue end a curved 
point, at tho other a finely denoted 
edge. With the toothed edge the wax 
could be equalized and smoothed, while 
tic point was used for placing high 
lights, marking lips, eyebrows, etc. 


The final process, which gives the 


name encaustic to this kind of painting, 
was the burning in of the colors. This 
was done by the application of a heated 
surface to the puuel, though George 
Ebers believes that in Egypt tho heat 
of thy snn was probably all that wai,

Tbat ic the 
truth, bat only half the troth, far Will- 
iam IV bad uopiiews and other wecea, 
Gcorgii Ill's first, second, third and 
fourth son* were reepecuveJy the Pnnco 
of Wal««, afterward Georg* IV, who 
died childleaa in 188O; Frederick, dak* 
of York, wbo died in 1827, also with 
ont caildreu; William, dnke of Clar- 
ence, wbo died William IV, Jane 20, 
1&S7, without lawful iarae, and Ed- 
ward, duke of Keut and Strathearu 
and earl of Dublin, who died Jan. a 
1&2U, aged 53, leaving as th« sola ia*ue 
of bia marriage witb Princes* Victoria 
of beiningen a baby daughter, now 
Qneen Victoria. Tbe qneen succeeded 
William IV not because she was simply 
his niece, bat because she was the only 
child of tbe brother next to him in the 
order of succession. 


Had Qneen Victoria had a brother 


she wonld in all probability not bare 
bewa a personage of historical celebrity, 
save in the contingency of succeeding 
him. Her rights were those that de- 
volved on her from her father. At tbe 
time she succeeded to tbe throne her 
nncles—the Dukes of Cumberland, of 
Sussex and Cambridge—were living, 
younger brothers of her father and jun- 
ior to him in the line of succession in 
the order named. The Duke of Cumber- 
land, who became king of Hanover on 
the death of William IV, was a man of 
such despotic tes?p^r and principles 
that all England cherished the Prin- 
cess Victoria as standing between ic 
and his succession to the throne. He 
bad lawful issue, as had tbe Dnke of 
Cambridge. 


The Dnke of Susses, a most estimable 


man, ninrried twice, bnt these unions 
being repugnant to tbe provisions of tbe 
royal marriage act, bis children were 
barred from the liue of succession. 
From tho revolution of 1688 rose the 
Jacobite party, made up of those wbo 
supported tbe cause of James II, bis 
sons and descendants. Tbe picturesque 
modern Jacobites do not recognize 
Queen Victoria, despite the fact that 
her succession is due to her Stuart 
blood, for sho is a direct descendant of 
Elizabeth, daughter of James I, to 
whose beirs the title to the throne de- 
volved by tbe act of settlement on tbe 
death of Aniie.—Boston Transcript 


Dcafnew In School Children. 


The fact that myopia is frequent 


among school children is well known. 
It is uot so well known that impair- 
ed hearing is also frequently met witb. 
The children tbns affected are often ac- 
cused cf being lazy and inattentive, 
when in reality their ears are at fault. 
Helot showe that thsse cases are quite 
common, are easily recognized, are gen- 
erally curable and when cured a large 
number of children are transformed, so 
to speak, both from a physical and a 
moral standpoint. According to Weil 
of Stuttgart, the proportion of school 
children with impaired hearing is 35 
per ceut; according to Moure of Bor- 
deaux, 17 per cent. Hslot agreas witb 
Gcte and other anrists that the propor- 
tion is 25 per cent, or one-fourth. AH 
tie children in a class should be care- 
fully examined, and these semideaf pu- 
pils will always ba found among tbe 
poor scholars. The v»nse of infirmity 
is to bo sought for—nasopharyngeal 
catarrh following measles, scarlatina, 
whooping cough, adenoid vegetations, 
liypertrophicd tonsils, etc.—and normal 
conditions are to be restored by appro- 
priate treatment. — Popnlar Science 
News. 


Haitil)u'f» Generosity.

At J.15 o-olock yesterday afternoon 


Oapt. Bell received the following 
telegram from sheriff Press Shaw, of 
Bellefontaine: 


"Doable murder; "uring dogs at 


once. Expean guaranteed. Answer 
immediately." 


Capt. Bell at once communicated 


with Henry Beel, owner of the three 
bloodhound*, and the tatter's terms 
for bis dogs' services were telegraphed 
to sheriff Shaw and at 4.10 ^o'clock 
the following reply was received: 


"Satisfactory. Gome immediately." 
Mr. Beel, with one of his blood 


hounds, left over the O., H. ft D. at 
4.20 o'clock, and arrived in Bellefon- 
talue too late to do any work with 
the dog until to-day. The double 
murder was one of the most horrible 
crimes that has darkened the history 
of the Buckeye state for many yean, 
and the scene was about three 
miles from Bellefontaine. The crime 
is supposed to have been committed 
Monday night as the victims were 
last seen alive daring that day. 


The victims were David Detrlck, a 


venerable farmer of Logan county, 
and his wife. The discovery of the 
double murder was made by Mrs. Da- 
vid Watson, daughter of the victims, 
and her daughter, of New Bichland, O. 
Mrs. Watson and her daughter drove 
to the Detrlck homestead yesterday 
to visit the aged couple and upon ar- 
riving at the he jse, found It locked, 
but did not attempt to enter, as they 
were warned of the ghastly scene 
within by the sickening stench which 
they detected at the door.

hastened to the residence of J. W. 
Hale, near by, and told of their 
discovery.

son Harry went with Mrs. Watson 
and her daughter back to Detrick's, 
where, upon breaking open the kitch- 
en door of the hoaee, they found

the lifeless body of Mr. Detrlck, un- 
dressed and covered with bed clothes, 
lying on his face. The walls about 
him were covered with b'ood a dis- 
tance of five feet, and the floor was 
also badly bespattered. 


In the doorway between two bed 


rooms Mrs, Detrlck was found dead 
and covered with bed clothing. 


Coroner McOracken and other au- 


thorities at Bellefontaine were notl 
fied and were on the scene before the 
bodies were disturbed. Mr. Detrick's 
body was first examined. His bead 
was found to be crushed as if by a 
blow from an ax. The blood from 
his wounds had seeped through the 
floors and walls to the outside walk, 
He b«Jd a heavy cane in his hand, as 
though fre bad used it as a weapon of 
defense. A pJlow was found on his 
bead and two coats over his body.

David Detrlck was 74 yean old,

The discovery of the brutal double 


murder created a furore-of excite- 
ment in the surrounding country 
and by 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
hundreds of people were at the scene 
When Mr. Beel arrived last night 
with the bloodhound sheriff Shaw in- 
formed him that it would be useless 
to attempt to find the trail of the 
murderers.
